Dayan Grunfeld Clarifies 
the Position 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


Reference to the Chief Rabbi's 
letter to Dr. I. Fishman, the Director 
of Jewish Education, concerning chil- 
dren attending Hebrew classes who 
are not Jews “ kedat moshe 
Veyisrael”’ [the letter was printed in 
our issue of January 16], was made 
by Dayan Dr. I. Grunfeld last week. 
He was replying to a question follow- 
ing his address on the work of the 
Beth Din, at a meeting held by the 
Muswell Hill branch of Ajex. at the 
Athen#um, London, N.10. The Rev 
M. Elton, Minister of the Muswell! 
Hill Synagogue, presided. 

Dayan Grunfeld said it was not the 
mention of the Chief Rabbi thai head- 
masters, on their own accerd = and 
authoruy, should expel such children. but 
that they should get m touch with the 
Chief Rabbi's office or the Beth Dim with 
a view to investigating the possibility of 
having those children and their non-Jewish 
mothers received as proselyies, thereby 
reguiarising what was now a very con- 
fusing posiion. 


Dangerous Situation 


The situation, he added, was fraught 
with danger for the future of Anglo- 
Jewish hfe, because those children aitend- 
ing Hebrew and religion classes would 
naturally, on that basis alone, be con- 
sidered as Jews or Jewesses, and when 
they applied later for marriage, witnesses 
would be forthcoming and give bona fide 
evidence on the Jewrsh status of such 
children merely because they had been 
together with them at Hebrew classes. 
The grave consequences would be that 


those marriages would then be invalid in. 


Jewish law and probably also in English 
law, and only harm could accrue to those 
children themselves unless their position 
was now rcegularised. 

Earher, in his address, the Dayan had 
spoken of the importance of maintaining 
Jewish family life. Fifteen years ago. he 
said, when he had joined the Beth Din 
they had had to deal with three divorces 
a month; now it was four to five a week 
But among really Orthodox people thes 
hardly had a divorce case. 

Many people did not know that apart 
from the civil divorce it was also neces- 
sary to have a Jewish divorce. Otherwise 
the couple were considered husband and 
wife im Jewish law. and when they 
remarried their marriage was an adukerous 
one. Unless,” he said, get back to 
the conception of the holiness of the 
family and of married life we shall 
lost, and our future will not be safe- 
guarded.” 

Dealing with intermarriage, Dayan 
Grunfeld quoted from the report. which 
appeared in THe Jewish CHRONICLE, of 
his address at the Preachers’ Conference 
that about 124 per cent of all Jewish 
marriages in this country were out of the 
faith.

GERMAN ORDER FOR 
DR. BAECK 


Presentation in London 


[he Federal German Government s 
highest civil order, the Great Cross of 
Merit with Star of the Order of Merit, 
Was presented to Rabbi Dr. Leo Baeck 
by Dr. Schlange-Schoeningen, West 
German Chargé d Affaires in London, 
on behalf of President Heuss= on 
Wednesday. The presentation, made 
on the occasion of Dr, Baeck's 80th 
birthday, took place at his Hendon 
home. 

Explaining why the had awarded th 
decoration to Dr Baeck, Professo: 
Heuss Stated ‘last week-end Dr. -Leo 
Baeck was the former leading rabbi of the 
Berlin Jewish community. He shared his 
fate with his Jewish brethren and was 
imprisoned for many years at the 
concentration camp of Theresienstadt 
(Terecin). from where he emigrated to 
Great Britain after the war, becoming a 
Bruish citizen. 

“Dr. Baeck,” added the President, 
‘is the spiritual leader of those Jews who 
were closely connected with German 
philosophical and religious traditions, a 
spiritual leader who, as a learned scholar 
and author. is known and acknowledged 
far bevond Jewish circles, a venerable 
personality, both spiritually and morally.” 

The Free University of West Berlin has 
decided to bestow the honorary degree of 
doctor of philosophy on Dr. Baeck. The 
West Berlin Jewish communtiy has 
announced that Dr. Baeck has been made 
an honorary member of the Jewish 
community, in appreciation of his out- 
standing services to the community before 
and during the last war. 


MOISE KISLING: AN APPRECIATION 


By MAURICE CARR 


(The Paris Correspondent of THE Jewish CHRONICIF) 


ITH the passing of Moise 
Kisling the contemporary 
Ecole de Paris has lost one 
of its minor masters. 
Kisling was a Jew and an artist, 
but not—in his own estimation— 
a Jewish artist. 


“| do not believe.” he said towards 
the end of his life, “in the. racial 
influence on art. Healthy and potent 
races such as the Fiemish and Dutch 
have produced a Jerome Bosch and a 
Van Gogh, while Soutine 1s much 
closer to Rouwault than to myself. 
There is among Jews, of course, a 
certain tendency towards melancholy, 
which does not, however, prevent 
Pissarro from being Utterly infatuated 
with light. But perhaps deep down 
in all of us there are pathological 
tendencies; no doubt that explains 
why my character is at once gay and 
tormented ; there is the Russian side, 
exuberant, devil-may-care, sentimental, 
and the Jewish side. with its -maso- 
chism and tts instability.”* 

Kisling was born in 1891 at Cracow, 
the son of a tailor. Yiddish was his 
mother-tongue. In later life he rarely 
spoke of his childhood, which, he sard, 
was uneventfully happy. The urge to 
take up art as a career Came not from 
his environment but from an inward 
impulse. At the age of IS he left 
secondary school to study painting at 
the Cracow Art Academy. At 19 he 
lett for Pars. 


Influence of French Masters 


In his personal life he remained 
Jewish ; but in his art he deliberately 
gave himself up, in content as well as 
form, to the influence of the French 
masters. Penniless in the “city of 
light.’ he was saved from starvation 
by Sholem Asch, who persuaded an 
anonymous mecenas jn Moscow to 
send the young artist a monthly allow- 
ance of 150 francs tor a year. The 
first master trom whom Kisling sought 
inspiration was Cezanne. [hen he 
turned to Picasso and Derain, with 
whom he spent a vear at Ceret, in the 
Fastern Pyrenees, at that time the 
headquarters of the Cubist movement 

One day, Kisimng has recalled, while 
i Was dt work on a landscape, Picasso 
came up and said: ~“ Lhose windows 
would look much more effective 1 
vou stuck them above the root. What 
harm can it do you”? Its not vour 
house, vou can please yourself where 
Vou pat the windows... lo VW hic h 
Kisiing replied: ts true, the house 
itself doesnt belong to me. . But the 
house on the canvas 1s mine, and | 
want the windows to be im. theu 
proper place.” 

In a revolutionary age ol distortion 
and abstraction, Moise’ Kisling 
remained conservatively realistic and 
sculptural 

Returning to Paris in 1913 he moved 
into the studio at 3, rue Joseph-Bara, 
in Montparnasse, where he was to 
live for the next 28 years. One ol 
his neighbours was the Italhan Jewish 
painter, Modighant. who exerted a 
considerable influence on him. There 
is no mistaking the similarities of 
brillant colouring and. poise in the 
portraiture of Aisling and Modighant, 
the same _ pathetically drawn-out 
figures, with heads drooping on long 
necks, like overgrown flowers on stalks. 
Kislines studies, however, are tess 
delicate, more sensual, even violent. 


Military Service 


[he outbreak of the First World 
War surprised Kisling Belgium. 


He made his way back to France 
through Holland, joined the French 
Foreign Legion, was seriously 


wounded in battle. and invalided out 
of the army in 1915. Back in Mont- 
parnasse, now a naturalised French 
citizen, he established his reputation 
as one of the most accomplished of 
modern portraitists—-and one of the 
most boisterous of Bohemians. His 
marriage im 1917 with a non-Jewish 
Frenchwoman did not interrupt his 
night-long carousals, his loves, his 
drunken brawls, which earned him 
the admiration of the  fast-living. 
artistic, literary, and theatrical élite of 
the imter-war period. 

In 1940, after France had capitulated 
to Hitler, Kisling went to the United 
States. He made New York his home. 
but spent some time in Hollywood. 
where he had been invited to paint

The non-religious Israeli, too, con- 
siders this day as one of rest, and by 
refraining from work he desires to 
demonstrate his affinity with his reli- 
gious neighbour, a remarkable pheno- 
menon in a country where political 
antagonisms can produce such sharp 
between one Jew and 
another. 

But it js, perhaps, in the Israeli 
armed forces that the Fourth Com- 
mandment is being observed with 
incomparable strictness and _ fidelity.

Imaginative Projects 
By a Correspondent 


The recent announcement _ that 
Her Majesty the Queen has given 
permission for a Queen Elizabeth 
Coronation Forest to be planted in 
Israel by her Jewish subjects, in com- 
memoration of the Coronation, has 
illustrated in a graphic manner the 
great and noble undertaking of the 
redemption of the land of Israel 
through imaginative schemes of forest 
planting. 

It is appropriate that Anglo-Jewry, 
which, in the past, has made such a 
fine contribution to the afforestation 
schemes, should again be the sponsors 
of such a praiseworthy project. There 
are no fewer than 16 forests, ranging 
from the great Balfour and King 
George V Jubilee Forests to those 
planted by notable families, which 
were inaugurated by the Ang!lo-Jewish 
community. 

From the early days of the Zionist 
movement $ reconstruction endeavours in 
the Land of Israel it was appreciated 
that the first task in restoring fertility to 
the land was the planting of trees. but the 
carly efforts, hampered by lack of 
funds and expericnce, were not always 
successful. It was only when a systematic 
afforestation policy was pursued by the 
Jewish National Fund Tree Fund that 
the Yishuv began to reap the benefits. 

In ancient Israel great importance was 
attached to trees, and it 18 no coincidence 
that the Torah itself is compared to a 
irce. People used to plant cedars for 
every boy and cypresses for every girl, 
and there 1s reason to beleve that the 
whole of the ancient Jewish common- 
wealth blossomed with a variety of trees. 
The ravages of invading armies. coupled 
with centunmes of ni gicct led to the dis- 
appearance of the forests 

In 1898. when Herzl paid his first visit 
to Palestine, he planted a sapling at 
Motza. In his novel, “ Alinculand,” 
the hero 1s asked what was the greatcst 
wonder that he beheld’ in the Jewish 
and replies: “These trees.” 
Perhaps he had mind Ezckiel’s 
prophecy * “ And they shall sav. this land 
that was desolated hecon« like the 
Garden of Eden.” 


Herzl’s Vision Fulfilled 
But Herzl was not to see the fruition 
h dream lhe ire< that an had 


planted was cut down by Jurkish troops 


shortly after his death. A few young 
men from the Bezalel School of Jeru- 
saiem gathered some seeds from. the 
tree. which afterward sowed. in 
near-by settlements In 1908 the Jewish 
National Fund under -h lead ship. of 
M. mer. found the Herzl

much of the credit for redeeming the. 
land through the planting of trees 
belongs. In 1904 he proposed that money 


should hx ollected for olive groves On 
land redeemed by the J.N.1 and this 
idea later developed into the JLN.F. Tree 
bund. 

From the beginning the J:N.F. asso- 
clated each grove and forest planted with 
persons and events. It is for this reason 
that the forests and groves of Isracl are 
a living expression of all the great figures

With .Akiba. Ettinger. an agrncultural 
expert the great modern aflorestation 
schemes began. But there were many dis- 
appointments, until it was discovered that 
a type of prne tree which thrived on the 
slopes of Mount Carmel was not suitable 
for the Judean crags. The settlers were 
finally successful with the Jerusalem pine. 
which replaced the olives of Hulda and 
withstood the droughts’*so well that at 
came to be regarded as the basis of 
aflorestation policy. 

Gisreat men and great and tragic events 
have heen commemorated through the 
planting of forests The Balfour Forest 
at Gnegar and the King Crscorge V 
jubilee Forest at Shimron are some of 
the Most beautiful in Israel. At the 
inauguration of the forest in his name 
the late President of Israel. Dr. Weiz- 
mann, said: There can be no finer 
wav of commemorating those whom we 
honour than hy associating their names 
with schemes of afforestation.” General 
Smuts and Masaryk are among those 
who have been thus honoured. And Jewry 
has also honoured its 6.000.000 martyrs 
by planting a forest between. Jerusalem 
and .Tel Aviv. 

Afforestation has been undertaken on 
a huge scale since the resurgence of 
Isracl. At the same time intense research 
has to be conducted in many centres. the 
most important of which are at. Hanot 
and Rehovot. By 1949 the J.N.F. Tree 
Fund had planted 4.250.000 trees, and 
millrons more have been plan'ed since. 
There are schemes for plantine another 
SO.000.000 trees in the next five vears. 
Israel is. however. not vet sat:sfied. Mr 
Ben-Gurion has asked that forests should 
cover 5.000.000 dunams (about 1.250.000 
acres}—a quarter of the surface of the 
country. In this great task Anglo-Jewry 
will most certainly play a major réle. —

ROSENBERG APPEAL 
FAILS 


Supreme Court's Ruling

WASHINGTON 

The United States Supreme C ourt 
on Monday refused to review the 
appeal of Julius and Ethel Rosenberg. 
who are under sentence of death for 
betraying atomic secrets to Russia 

The Court also declared vod the stay 
of execution. The District Judge in New 
York is now expected to fix an early 
date for the execution, originally hxed 
for the week of March 9.

decision not to reduce the sentences. Mr 
Bloch contended that he sentences 
exceeded the maximum penalty provided 
for by law and requesicd the Disirict 
Court to withdraw the death senicnces

Lopez, achieved sufhcient eminence to be 
appointed physician to the QuEEN. (This 
proved, however, an ill-ltated distinction, as 
he eventually suffered execution for allegedly 
plotting against the Monarch—an allegation 
made by political enemies which it ts now 
believed herself rather doubted.) 

lhe three centuries that have passed since 
the Resettlement have shown a_ gradual 
growth ot tolerance and emancipation and 
lor the past hundred years Jews have been 
equal in responsibility and opportunity 
with their tellow-citizens. of all other 
faiths. [his liberal treatment and environ- 
ment has enabled them to respond by serving 
their country well in. every possible branch 
OF acuvily Anglo Jewry, to-day one of 
the toremost Jewish communities, and cer- 
tuinly the most highly organised in the 
Diaspora, may well feel a sense of pride and 
achievement when it reflects that it will be 
represented officially in Westminster Abbey 
by the Cuter RABBI as its spiritual head, while 
the presence of a number of eminent Jews 
Peers, Judges, M.P.s, members of the armed 
heads —among that very dis- 
tinguished congregation al Westminster wil! 
provide ample testimony to the contribution 
made by the community to the hte and well- 
being of this country and the Commonwealth. 

In the reign of ELIZABETH | our forefathers 
in this country said their prayers behind 
They prayed the age-long 
praver for the restoration of Zion It must 
then have been thought a fantastic and far- 
of] Messianic vision. But the tulfilment of 
this most. cherished dream is already a 
reality in the new Elizabethan age The 
presence in Westminster Abbey of His Excel- 
lency the IsRaeti AMBASSADOR to the Court 
ot St. James's, representing there the Presi- 
dent of Israel, will bear witness to the truth 
that “ More things are wrought by prayer 
than this world dreams of.” And only a 
week or two ago it. was announced that 
the new Elizabethan era ts to enrich Israel 
with a forest, the Queen Elizabeth Coronation 
forest, to be planted by Her Majesty's Jewish 
subyects 

Our Queen will be anointed at an historic 
moment in the life of the Commonwealth 
over which she has been called by destiny 
to reign. Constitutionally, the situation has 
changed protoundly since the days of the 
first ELIZABETH Ihe Monarch no longer 
wicids the power-—for good or for evil 
which he or she used to possess. But in this 
democratic age the personality and the

character of the Sovereign are nevertheless 
a potent force in this vast and noble realm, 
as we have learnt during the reigns of 
Georce V and Georce VI. It may be 
fanciful to expect a resurgence of the glories 
of the first Elizabethan Age—conditions are 
vastly different to-day—but we have every 
confidence that the young and gracious 
ExcizapetH Il, helped by her enlightened 
consort, the Duke oF EDINBURGH, will 
do all that lies in her power to forward 
the welfare of her heritage. Man does not 
live by bread alone, and at this moment in 
the world’s history there is urgent need for just 
that kind of spiritual renaissance which was 
in evidence four hundred years ago. 


Ihe memorable occasion next Tuesday 
will be one of deep spiritual significance—a 
religious, not just a formal, academic, cere- 
mony. In it the young QurEN will dedicate 
hersel! to the service of her people, all her 
people, whatever their religious beliefs. The 
glory that will shine out from the Coronation 
service will not reflect just the glitter of a State 
occasion, but within the ceremonial there will 
be a more profound meaning, such as 1s 
expressed in the Hebrew blessing prescribed 
for utterance upon seeing a Sovereign and the 
Wa Blessed art Thou, 
O Lord our God, King of the Universe, who 
hast given of Thy glory to flesh and blood.” 
lo this we shall gratefully add, too, the 
blessing to be said by Jews on great and glad 
“ Blessed art Thou, O Lord our 
God, King of the Universe. who has kept us 
in life, and hast preserved us, and hast 
enabled us to reach this season.” - It is an 
eminently fitting time in which to recite this 
blessing, with its reminder of the One in 
whom all, high and low, must put their trust. 
Joined as one people with their non-Jewish 
neighbours, Her Masesty s Jewish subjects 
will fervently support the universal wish that 
the QUEEN will enjoy a long, prosperous,.and, 
above all, peacetul reign Under the guidance 
of the Almighty —and there will be an earnest 
of such guidance in her solemn acceptance 
during the ceremony of a copy of the Holy 
Bible—may Queen II fulfil all the 
expectations of this Commonwealth ol 
Nations, with whose representatives in the 
Abbey on Tuesday next all will sincerely join 
in proclaiming:

OCCASIONS 


TOO MUCH POLITICS 


Ir there is one commodity of which Israel, 
otherwise steeped in austerity, has an over- 
abundance, it is politics. ‘Visitor after visitor, 
observer after observer, somehow feels 
obliged to comment on the extreme part 
which politics plays in the life of this young 
State. Almost every activity is infected with 
it, economic or cultural, religious or protane. 
Education is one of the prime examples, 
where the peculiar “ trend ” system, regulated 
according to political convictions, has been in 
operation and is only now, with great ‘pain 
and difficulty, being ironed out into more 
manageable form. But the latest crisis in the 
Israeli Cabinet. from which the General 
Zionists have resigned in protest. shows how 
painful and difficult the problem sull is. It 
seems ludicrous that members of a particular 
party should seek to insist that another flag 
should fly and another “ anthem ~ be sung in 
schools on particular occasions besides the 
official flag and the national anthem. The 
long, slow struggle for national independence, 
symbolised by “ Hatikvah” and the blue- 
white flag, must still mean comparatively 
little, it appears, to many of those whose 
formative vears were spent in the hectic and 
sometimes unhealthy atmosphere of Con- 
tinental politics, There is much force in the 
General Zionist contention that for Mapai 
sympathisers to fly the Red Flag and sing the 
* Internationale ~ in schools will perpetuate 
the “ trend “ system it was hoped to abolish 
by the new education law. But it is not educa- 
tion alone which suffers from such tactics. 
Constant disruption in government is fatal 
to the progress of a country, especially a 
country like Israel, where every possible effort 
is needed to keep clear of economic disaster. 
It had been hoped that when the General 
Zionists joined the coalition, more confidence 
in the State’s capacity to come out on top 
would be felt both at home and abroad. It is 
regrettable that these hopes are in danger 
once more of being disappointed—not to 
mention the additional disappointment to 
Jewries abroad, who look to Israel to show an 
example in sober progress to the world. 


A MEMORABLE DATE 


Just 500 years ago, May 29, 1453, was a 
memorable date in world history and in the 
annals of Jewry. Constantinople (the ancient 
Byzantium and the modern Istanbul) was 
then captured by the Ottoman Turks. In 
its strategic situation on the Bosphorus, 
Byzantium had been settled as a Greek 
colony as far back as the seventh century 
B.c.£., and it played a prominent part in the 
conflicts of the ancient world. There, in 
330 c.£., CONSTANTINE THE GREAT, the first 
Christian Emperor of Rome, founded Con- 
Stantinople. After the sack of Rome and 
during the medieval centuries, Constanti- 
nople remained as the capital of the East 
Roman (or Byzantine) Empire. Notwith- 
Standing its claim to Christian civilisation, 
that empire inflicted on the Jews within its 
dominion the most cruel persecution. At 
the same time the Jews of Western Europe 
likewise endured all the. barbarities of 
medieval intolerance, while the Crusades 
brought further intense sufferings upon them. 
It is not altogether surprising. therefore, that 
when Constantinople fell beneath Moslem 
sway, the Jews everywhere regarded it as a 
Providential event of almost messianic signi- 
ficance for their deliverance. The contem- 
porary mood is well expressed in a famous 
letter of Isaac ZARFATI, who appealed to the 
Jews of Central Europe to follow his 
example and emigrate to the newly estab- 
lished Turkish Empire, where they would 
find the peace that was denied to them in 
Christendom. Within a few years Sefardi 
refugees from the Inquisiiion were also being 
warmly welcomed by the Sultans, and many 
of them rose to positions of eminence at 
the Sublime Porte. In 1I517 Palestine was 
added to the Ottoman Empire, to which it 
remained attached (with the exception of the 
years 1832-1840, when it came under Egyp- 
tian rule) until its liberation by the British 
under ALLENBY in 1917. The decline of the 
former Ottoman Empire has now happily 
been followed by the rise of the modern 
Turkish Republic (with capital at 
Ankara). To-day Turkey after a bad start 

sets an example of the relations of friend- 
ship and good will which should prevail 
between the East and the West, between the 
peoples of Islam, Jewry, and Christendom 
Looking back over the past SOO years and 
more, we should be wise to profit from then 
lessons. 


TEXT-BOOK SURVEY 


UNDER the auspices of the Council of 
Christians and Jews a conference of promi- 
nent educationists was held in October, 1951. 
Its general purpose was to consider the text- 
books now in use in the schools of this 
country with regard to their general bearing 
on the problem of human relations. The 
conference decided that, from a practical 
point of view, the best course was to Start 
with a survey of history text-books for 
children aged 11 to 15. This investigation 
was designed to discover whether these 
books accorded fair and adequate treatment 
to the different human groups within the 
nation —racial, national, social, cultural, and 
religious-—or whether they tended to pro- 
mote intolerant attitudes and perpetuate 
misconceptions. A number of educational 
experts agreed to participate in this survey, 


and their reports were presented to the 
second conference, which was held last 
week [hese . reports contain valuable 


comments and criticisms, and the conference 
rightly decided to publish them for the 
guidance of leaders and others concerned 
On the other hand, the view was also 
advanced that the “ written word © often has 
little influence on the young, and that what 
matters more ts the personality and views 
of the teacher. This, however, does not dis- 
pose of the importance of the text-book as 
a medium tor Creating permanent—often 
subconscious——-judgments and of the neces- 
sity for ensuring that, as far as possible, 
they are accurate, fair-minded, and free from 
prejudice. The conference therefore took 
a wise step in deciding to extend and develop 
further the scope of its investigation into 
history text-books. Moreover, it had the 
courage to undertake the bolder and even 
more important task of initiating an investi- 
gation into Scripture text-books. Only too 
often, for example, the interpretation of the 
Gospel story, especially with regard to the 
crucifixion, tends to promote antisemitism. 
It might also possibly be argued that Jewish 
text-books sometimes leave their readers in 
ignorance about the positive contributions 


of other faiths to the world’s spiritual 
enlightenment. This ts a_ subject that 


thoroughly deserves investigation.

Anglo-Jewry's Effort

Sirn.—Few tasks undertaken by me 
during the many vears of work I have 
devoted to the Maccabi movement, 
have given me more pleasure and 
satisfaction than the one upon which 
| am at present engaged: European 
participation in, and support of. the 
Fourth Maccabiah Games, to be held 
in Israel next September. Every Euro- 
pean country will be sending a team 
of athletes to Tel Aviv, varying in 
strength from 20 to 100 competitors, 

Financial and- organisational  diffi- 
culuies are being overcome, thanks to the 
generous support received at the hands 
of leading members of the Jewish com- 


munity everywhere. Baron Elie de 
Rothschild has accepted nomination as 
Hion. President of Maccabi France and 


will launch an appeal for funds on June 4, 
when a Council of Patrons is due to be 
formed to sponsor French participation 
in the Maccabiah. As in England, so 
m other countries, distinguished non- 
Jewish personalities have consented to 
associate themselves with our endeavours, 

There can be no doubt that England's 
contribution towards the Fourth Mac- 
cabiah will be by far the most important 
one in Europe. This country will be 
represented by a team of 100 competitors, 
in addition to which judges and referees 
will be accompanying the team to rende: 
service to the organisers in Isracl, where 
the shortage of referees of international 
standing is not unnatural. Leading mem- 
bers (all non-Jews) of amateur sports 
organisations in this country have joined 
our Technical Committee, where they 
give valuable advice and guidance in the 
training and final selection of our team. 
Three leading charity organisations, the 
3 C’s, the D.C.O., and “ Booth Street,” 
have co-operated with us in fund-raising 
efforts. The T.A.C., too, have approached 
their members in many parts of the 
country with a request to contribute many 
items of equipment still required for. the 
Maccabiah Village. 

To date. our efforts have resulted in 
£10,000 being raised in cash, as well as

Scheme for World Synod 


To the Editor of Tue Jewisn Curonicce 


idea of establishing an 
authoritative Rabbinical Council or 
Svnod for world Jewry to deal with 
and re-examine religious questions and 
problems which now call for urgent 
interpretation and clarification, has 
been in the forefront of world Jewry 
for some considerable time. Much 
has already been written and spoken 
on this subject by scholars of repute 
and eminent rabbis in Israel! and the 
U.S.A.. as well as in our own midst. 

Rabbi Dr. Lehrman is to be 
commended for dealing with this subject 
at frequent intervals and especially for 
his scholarly contribution on the sumec: 
in vour esteemed journal of May & 
Needless to say. this subject calls for 
the closest examination, clear thinking. 
and the most careful approach from all 
aspects, | was theretore somewhat sur 
pr sed at the highthe: irted and self-asser 
tive manner in which your correspondent, 
Rabbi Turetsky, deals with it in vou 
icsue of May 22. His statement that such 
a scheme must meet with many and great 
difficulties before it is brought into being 
will be readily admitted by many. since 
all things important in value can only be 
attained after overcoming such difficulties 
But difficulties aré made to be overcome 
and are overcome. QUur rabts of old 
have so wisely put it in one single phrax« 
“ Where there is a will there ts a way 
But I respectfully beg to disagree with 
your learned correspondent Rabhi 
Puretsky, who wrote that all attempts to 
form such a Rabbinica!l Counc! would 
nothing more than wasted effort 

Rabbi Turetsky asks us to bear in mind 
the known and recognised importani 
factor that the law in Judaism 
table and cannot be abrogatcd. but this 
reminder 14s hardly necessary when on 
reads the clear and carefully weoghed 
words used by Rabthi Lehrman in his 
above- mentioned contribution Hh Saves 
the follow! ne ‘It should be made clear 
that Biblical Law [bv which, no doubt. he 
also means Oral Law] cannot be abr 


mmu 


gated, nor can the chain of Jewish 
tradition be broken.’ He goes on to 
quote the words of a great thinker in 
American Jewry, Dr. S. Zeiilyn, who. in 
dealing with this subject, says: “ My plea 
is for a re-examination by authorities 
whose learning and piety are above sus- 
picion, and who will handle every tradi- 
honal custom affectionately, in the spirit 
of the Torah. or of these rabbis who 
brought these observances into being.” 
Surely then there is no need to be 
reminded that Jewish Law cannot be 
abrogated. 

Perhaps your learned correspondent 
will agree that there are many important 
questions and religious problems in our 
hfe to be dealt with and re-examined in 
ihe above-mentioned spirit, and which 
may help immensely to strengthen th 
forces of Orthodox Judaism In fact 
Rabhi Turetsky does admit that there are 
certain laws in Judaism which are sub- 
«cied to changes. but he says that to 
affect such changes any rabbi of undis- 
puted learning has the authority to do 
«o within the frame of Jewish Law. and 
we do not fegquire a Rabbinic Council 
for that This. to my mind, is a very 
strange Statement indeed. Surely what 
individual rabbi can do with effect and 
authonty a collective body of eminen! 
ind distinguished rabhis called to the high 
office for this specific purpose would do 
with much effect and helt CT 
result 

Finally, Rabhi Turetsky raises another 
impo int Poni nd asks who would hx 

monsiblie for selecting candidates fo 
such a svnod—of whom should such a 
council! be composed”? Ihese are all 
delicate problems and vexed questions 
Of course. all one can answer to such a

Jewish Cookery 


DISHES WITH MINCED BEEF 


Mix together 1 Ib. of minced beef: 
a finely grated onion; | tablespoontfu!l of 
chopped parsicy; 3 oz. fresh bread- 
crumbs; | large or 2 small eggs; | tea- 
spoonful of liquid vegctable extract (or 
Savoury sauce); a pinch of mace, and salt 
and pepper [to taste. 

When available add 2 or 3 skinned 
sausages to the mixture. 


Use in any of the following ways: 


Meat Loaf. Turn into a well- greased 
loaf tin and bake in a moderate oven 
about 50 minutes. Or roll into a ball, 
flatten, and dredge with flour. Melt a 
litthe dripping in a baking tin. and when 
que hot, put in the meat loaf carefully, 
cover with a greased paper, and bake 1n a 
moderate oven about 50 minuies, turning 
over at half-time. 


Hamburg Steaks. Form into round 
flat cakes about | inch thick and dip lightly 
in flour. Fry in a shallow fat, browning 
quickly on both sides. Then reduce heat 
and cook gently for 5 minutes on ¢ach 
side. Serve with tomato sauce or thick 
brown gravy. A few sliced mushrooms 
or onions gently cooked in margarine t/! 
tender can be added to the gravy. Or for 
something more piquant add chopped 
gherkins, pickled cucumber, or olives to 
the gravy. 


Patties. Line paity tins with short- 
crust pastry. Put a little of the meat 
mixture in each, then cover with a pastry 
lid and bake in a hot oven 20-25 minutes

their company. The anti-Jewish fever 


spread widely and quickly. In a few 
instances. as mm Dunstable, the Jews 
preferred baptism—and, presumably, 
secret Judaism to death In most 
places, however, the Jews remained 
steadfast and the Jewrices were 


attacked, their property plundered, and 
their mbabitants put to death. [he 
King's officers did their best to protect 
the Jews, sometimes successfully 

In the meanwhile, the King had gone 
abroad on the Crusade, When he 
returned. years later, he took whatever 
retribution was still available. Time, 
however, had passed, and punishment 
was mostly no longer practicable. 

Jewish participation in later English 
coronations was far less notable. 
During the century that intervened 
beiween the events of 1189 and the 
Expulsion no record can be found of 
any Jewish connection with the several 
coronations that took place. Alter 
the Resettlement in 1656 the Jews kept 
to themselves, so far as coronations 
were concerned, until the accession of 
George Ill in 1760. The accession of 
a new ruler is not a coronation, but 
the Jewish community of England, as 
represented by the Mahamad and 
Eiders of the Spanish and Portuguese 
Jews’ Congregation, presented a loyal 
address to the King. The precedent 
then set was followed on all successive 
similar occasions, the representation of 
Jewry. however, being wider and 
embracing the Ashkenazi congrega- 
trons as. well as that of the Spanish 
and Portuguese «Jews The Jewish 
community is now: since the accession 
of Victoria, accepted as one of the 
privileged organisations entitled to 
present addresses to the Monarch in 
person 

Synagogue Services 


The custom has also grown up to 
have services 1n the synagogues on the 
occasion of the great event in the 
Abbey, and at these services special 
sermons are as a rule preached. The 
National Anthem was translated into 
Hebrew by Hyman Hurwitz for the 
Coronation of Wilham IN Ihe 
eariiest Jewish accession sermon in 
Eneland was that by Moses Cohen de 
Azevedo. the Ab Beth Din. who was 
to be appointed Haham in the follow- 
ing vear, delivered in Bevis Marks 
Synagogue on December 13, 1760, on 
the accession of George Ill. On Sep-

tember 8, 1831, the Coronation Day 
of William IV, a Jewish service was 
held at Newcastle upon Tyne in the 
house of a Mr. D. Cohen, in Wesigate 
Street, when a “ discourse was given 
by Martain Valintine, of Poland. 
There remains just one other topic 
which may be considered appropriate: 
the Coronation Stone and its legendary 
origin, First, however, one may men- 
tion im passing the considerable 
Hebraic influence reflected the 
Coronation Service. Singer. on the 
occasion already mentioned, dealt with 
this subject in some detail. Surpris- 
imely the first English Coronation 
Medal that was struck, that of 
Edward VI in 1546-7, bears an inscrip- 
tion in Hebrew which runs : “ Edward 
VI. by the grace of God, King of 
England. France. and Ireland, defender 
of the faith and. im the earth. of the 
Church of England and Ireland, 
supreme head. Crowned King in the 
year 1546." One of these medals is to 
be seen in the British Museum. In 
those days a knowledge of Hebrew was 
far more prevalent in England, even 
in fashionable circles, than it is to-day. 


The Coronation Stone 


The familiar story about the Coro- 
nation Stone, the Lia Fail, or Stone of 
Scone, ts that mu is identical with the 
stone on which the Patriarch Jacob 
laid his head at Bethel, on his flight 
from the vengeance of his brother 
Esau, sleeping on which he dreamt of 
reaching to heaven. The 
stone was later transferred to Mount 
Moriah, where it was in course of time 
incorporated in the Temple On 
the fall of the Kingdom of Judah 
the stone was taken by some of the 
fugitives who fled by sea until their 
vessel was wrecked on the Irish Coast 
In Ireland the stone was treated as a 
sacred object and used for the corona- 
tion of successive rulers. At this pom 
the Prophets Jeremiah and Baruch 
arrived in Ireland as fugitives, after an 
intervening period in Egypt. Fergus. 
King of the Scots, took the stone to 
Scotland fer his Coronation and on it 
his successors also were crowned. until 
Edward | removed it to Westminster 
im 1296 as a part of his spoil. Hence- 
forth it has occupied a central place in 
all English coronations 

Unfortunately for this picturesque 
Story, the stone has been closely 
examined by geologists. They all agree 
that similar stone is not to be found 
im either Palestine or Ireland but in 
Northern Scotland. where its history. 
as distinct from its legends, begins.

CARL FABERGE 


In Messrs. Wartski's subterranean 
stronghold at 138, Regent Street, W.1, 
an exhibition is being held of the work 
of the great Russian court craftsman 
and jeweller. Carl Fabergé. There are 
365 exhibits, including the cream ol 
the royal collection at Sandringham, 
which is available to public apprecia- 
tion for the first time. The exhibi- 
tion was arranged to synchronise with 
the publication of Mr. A. Kenneth 
Snowman’s book, “ The Art of Carl 
Fabergé.” and claims to be representa- 


tive of Fabergés work in all its 
aspects 
Fabergé. taking over his father’s bust- 


ness in 1870, became court jeweller to 
two Tsars, and died in France im 1920 
There are in the exhibition six of thy 
famous Imperial Easter Eges and perhaps 
the most splendid is the’ late Queen 
Mary's Colonnade Feg. 

Of humbler aspiration, but of lively 
character and exquisite craftsmanship. ate 
the animals carved in semi-precious 
stones, some of them after wax models 
Fabergé’s craftsmen made at Sandring- 
ham. . The texture of fur, feathers, fish 
skin, and snail-flesh ts perfectly repro- 
duced. and perhaps one of the most 
exquisite is the “ varicoloured agate field 
mouse with cabochon sapphire eves 
platinum whiskers, and gold strands of 
straw

EXCAVATIONS AT JERICHO 
* World’s First Known Town ™ 


From a Correspondent 


Jericho was the first known town in 
the world, said Dr Kathleen Kenyon, th- 
archzologist, in a talk on “Jericho 
Before Joshua’ broadcast in the B.BC. 
Third Programme last week. Dr. Kenyon 
led the joint expedition of the British 
School of Archzology in Jerusalem and 
the American School of Oriental Research 
which this year excavated at Jericho. 

Most people. she said, were apt to 
think of Jericho in relation to its capture 
by the Israelites under Joshua. Jericho 
was, in fact, a centre of early neolithic 
scitlement which went back to the second 
half of the second milicnanium. From this 
centre were spread some of the great 
developments of human progress. 
Between 3000 and 2000 a.c.e., there were 
in Palestine walled cities and recognisable 
social systems. Jericho was probably the 
root of civilisation. 

Early neolithic hfe, she went on, began 
in the Near East about 7,000 years ago 
What they had discovered at Jericho 
would throw much light on that life. The 
soil and climate of the Jordan Valley pro- 
duced luxuriant tropical growth. and the 
origins of settled life were to be found 
in Jericho and in a few other places in 
the Middle East 


ISRAEL’S FOUD PROBLEMS 


Professor John Yudkin spoke on the 
food position in Israel when he addressed 
the Willesden branch of the Association 
of Jewish Ex-Service Men and Women 
recently. 

Outlining the many difficulties which 
confronted Israel, Professor Yudkin 
pointed out that, in addition to restricted 
imports imposed by a lack of foreign 
currency there were many problems—now 
being overcome—caused by seasonal 
changes in soil characteristics combined 
with drainage, irrigation, and transport 
difficulties.

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CHURCH PROPERTY 
IN ISRAEL 


Compensation Proposal 
From a Special Correspondent 


LUXEMBOURG 

The negotiations between Israel and 
Western Germany on the question of 
the German Catholic Church, which 
began in Luxembourg last week, will 
be continued in Paris this week-end. 
The talks are being held in a friendly 
atmosphere and some progress has 
already been made. Final agreement, 
however, is not expected for some 
time. 

Ihe German delegation’s main aim is 
to secure the formal return of Church 
property. The Isracls, while expressing 
willingness to return the property, have 
made some important reservations. Isracl 
iS ready to return the Dormition Abbey 
on Mount Zion. which is administered

radio. He was one of four men, three 
of them Jews. accused of having been 
members of the conspiratorial circle 
directed by Rudolf Slansky, the broad- 
cast said. 

Another defendant Eduard Gold- 
stuecker. former Counsellor at the Czech 
Embassy in London and later Minister 
to Israel. also received a life sentence

MARAUDERS ATTACK COASTAL VILLAGES

Armed Arab marauders this week 
made a number of attacks on Israeli 
villages and border positions. The 
security situation has been discussed 
by the Israeli Cabinet, which has 
announced that the special frontier 
torce has begun operations. 

In attacks by Arab infiltrees from 
Jordan on Israeli coastal villages on Mon- 
day one woman was killed and seven 
other Israelis, mecluding three children, 
were wounded.

Beit Tarif. and Bei Arif. all 
south of Tel Aviv—were attacked in a 
co-ordinated action by bands of infiltrees 
In one village the attackers broke into a 
house, threw hand-grenades, and fired on 
the occupants. A woman was killed and 
two children wounded by shots fired from 
close range. In the same village infiltrees 
tricd to b'ow up a house 

In another village the attackers threw 
grenades into a house, wounding a 
woman and a young air! In a third 
village the Arabs opened fire on dwelling 
houses and threw grenades. wounding a 
woman. Another attack was repulsed by 
village watchmen 

Isracl immediately lodged strong 
protest with the Mixed Armisice Com 
mission, which held an cmergency mee!
